1-Yom G o'clock in tho morning until -1 


o'clock in tho afternoon city teams arc con-., 
ing out here and dumping their loads as often 
as once in ton minutes, so thore arc at Icnst 
sixty loads a (lay brought to this dump 
alone. 
Of course a majority of tho freight 


is coal ashes gathered from the hundreds and 
thousands of furnaces and stoves in the 
houses of tho city. 
Most of this has been 


sifted fine until not a clinker remains, but 
hero and thoro is a lot with ju:il:s of coal 
scattered through it, telling of careless hands 
at tlio furnace. For these lots tho dump 
denizens make a rush, hauling over tho ashes 
and pouncing upon tho bits of coal the way 
a ilock o' liona will go for spilled corn. . The 
moment a cart comes on the promises all 
rusli for tho place whoro it is going to dump 
and stand there :uuid tho clouds of flying 
ashes until it is tipped. 


Then comes a scene. Old women, young 


womon, men and children rushing, jumping, 
pulling, hauling, talking and sputtering 
away in English, Italian, Irish nud German, 
grabbii'.g for bits of wood and old clothing, 
taking up bundles of old newspapers as if 
they woro so many bank notes, and "going 
through" that load of rubbish in less titno 
than it takes to toll it. 


Every person has a pusb cart, a basket, a 


bag or a barrel in which tho treasure trovo 
is placed i'or safo keeping. 
Thoro is no law 


and no custom to govern tho distribution of 
the spoils. 
The spryost fingers and tho 


quickest oycs get tho lion's1 share. Posses- 
sion is every point of la .v. If two persons 
get hold of tho same thing at once tho 
stronger carries it oil. Thoro is 110 fighting 
and but very littlo scolding. It is all busi- 
ness. 


"U'hon tho old coats und boots, the bags 


and boxes are all gone, when tho big prizes 
niv oil drawn, comes tho host of ordinary 
toiler.!'with little grato rakers, having a long 
i;-o:i shank wil.h about threu inches of the 
point turned up, to hook for coal. Tho heaps 
0[ uslus are ralced over and leveled off in a 
very fc\v minutes, nnd ovcry particle of coa] 
picked out nnd slowed away in scuttles and 
baskets i-Kiily for use.—Boston Globe.

or retired. Secretary Manning, utter ob- 
serving that ho iinds no authority to reissue 
treasury no toy, says Unit if a moro patient 
scrutiny oJ the statutes at lavso disclosed 
such authority, ho would not, except under 
fresh instructions from congress, concoivo it 
a duty to expend money for such a purpose, 
and then adds that none of tho appropria- 
tions referred to, nov any other money bo- 
Jonsing to tha government, has been ex- 
pended for such purposes. 


Tho secretary then goes into a long argu- 


ment in favor of paying the greenback dobt 
and a repeal of tho compulsory silver pur- 
chase law. 
Tho secretary says that; another

namely, tuo legal tenders or greenbacks, 
known in law as United States note?, are

And I bog leave to submit to tho houso tli 
question whether, among mimy other ro.'i 
sons for its repeal, tho contraction of the cm 
rencv sought to bo averted by that act ca 
now in any other nnd bettor way bo pro 
von ted thun by ILS repeal.

The r.cxc 
thing to a; trac: the altcilthn of the stt-.ingor 
Ls tiio solidity of everything /ilx)i:t ih-; doeli. 
Nothing l;ici;s the stamp ot stren;jlh. Tho 
cabin, which is the sole property of this ca))- 
U"in and mate, is situated awny aft, li];e that 
on a vf-ssol of tho merchant marine. It is a 
small npai-tment nnd is giveu ventilation and 
light by a skylight amMshi]>s and several 
dendlighls in tho sides. D!:vctly under the 
skylight tho dining tablo is in position, and 
this, with Uiii few cbnirs, is us bright as a 
now coin. The library and magazine- well 
for powder and rochets aro near by. Just 
forward of tho cabin and opening iuto it by 
means of a littlo door is tho oil room. Thero 
ara a numlwr of tanks in this compartment 
mid these aro filled with hundreds of gallons 
of oil. Hia-d by aro a dozen or nioro extra 
lamps, with redactors, chinmeys and great 
bunches of wide. Tho brass woi-k on tho 
foiTier Ls llncly jwlLshed and bright as nickel. 
The forecastle is situated in tho oycs of the 
craft, or us near as tho great chain cablo will 
pciTr.it. It resembles that o( a sqi'.aro rigged 
vessel, only it :.i bolow decks and everything 
is in good order. There are sovora.1 bunks in 
tiio apai-tmect, but tho nion for the most port 
prefer tho luxury of a hammock. 


EQUIPMENT OF THE VESSEL, 


The lamps which arc used aro fixed within 


a bund and aro hoisted aloft by hand winches 
to which the lantern halliards aro secured. 
Thcv have circular wic!;s, aro within para- 
bolic reflectors, and nro hung on gimbal.', so 
tbat whcther'Uio ship rolls stem or gunwales 
under, they always maintain a vertical posi- 
tion. 
Iii winter thoy ore lighted at S o'clock 


p. in. and extinguished at To. m. In summer 
they burn from S p. m. to 4 a. in. Tho bril- 
liancy of these lamps aro noc apparent from 
tho dock. 
The hull of tho ship is alike for- 


ward and aft, tho stoi-u boing as sharp as the 
stem. It is as strong as an ironclad. To give 
it additional strength and staunchness in a 
good blow and heavy sea thcro tiro false keels 
on each sido o! tho bilge. These hnvo several 
times saved the craft from serious disaster. 
Tho ship is supplied with a milder, but it Ls 
fastened so that it can move neither way 
unless the chocks ore withdrawn. Canvas to 
tlio extent of a t:ysail can bo used, and only 
that in tbo cvont of the cable parting. Tho 
vessel is also provided with a wlinlo or yawl 
boat, in which tho eaptaui and a few of tho 
creu- in summer make Irregular excursions. 


The crow's mail, toa great extent, is thrown 


on board by passing pilot boats, which bring 
it, down from this city. In bad weather 
weeks elapse sometimes 
before those on 


tha pilot boats got a chance to put tho lottei-s 
and papei-s on board. Tbo duties of tho crow 
are onerous. 
T<vo ara on watch nt all hours. 


They look oub for crafts which approach in 
too close proximity, discharging rockets and 
guns to warn or signal them, nnd iu foggy 
weather toll the bull for a like purpose. Tho 
men ara not obliged to render assistance to 
vessels o:. seamen in dish-ess, but ir.voi-iaWy- 
thoy do so.—2s*ew York Mail and Express.

ROMANS IN A FRENZY 


Over ?vcwft of an Italian Defeat In Auys 


hlnia—Scone In the Chamber. 


PLOME, Feb. 2.—In the chamber of deputie 


Tuesday Premier Deprotis laid before th 
deputies information just received by tbi. 
government that Gon. Rasalula with a force 
ol Italian troops attacked Soati, Abyssinia 
on Jan. ^J, and after three hours hurd figlil 
ing was repulsed. Tho Italian loss, the rt 
port says, was trifling, and that of the Abys 
sinians unknown. On tho following 
three companies of Italian troops left Mon 
kullo, to carry provisions to tho force a 
Soari, but beforo reaching that place woro 
attacked by Abyssinia'is. llio fighting was 
desperato and protractod, but the Italian 
were overpowered and most of them killed 
only ninetyof tho party, all of whom were 
wounded, reaching Mossowah. 


This nuouncoment created a groat sensa 


tion in tho chamber and it was. with g.-ea1 


difficulty that M. Doprotis was able to con 
cludo liis statoniont, so uuuujrvus ana vool- 
erous woro the question showered upon him 
Resuming, M. Doprctis said that tho com- 
mander of tho Italian forces in Abyssinia 
had recalled tho troops from Soati and con 
ccntrated them at Massowah. 


This statement was received by tba Had 


icals with ironical laughter, which was speed 
ily drOMiied by tho shouts of the govorniaon 
members. Tho government then proposed fl 
bill devoting 5,000,000 francs to the purpo=o 
of sending reinforcements to Abyssinia 
which tho chamber immediately approvec 
by an almost unanimous vote. A fow o. 
tho Radicals cheered an allusion to tbe valor 
of tbo Abyssinians, whereupon nine-tenths 
of tho members arose to their feet ant 
cheered the government The Radicals criet 
out to tho representatives of the government 
"You must retire," to which tho majority 
retorted, "Kevei-—you are cowards!" The 
populace were ia a frenzy of excitemen 
Tuesday night, tho streets being filled witl 
people shouting vengeance, and demanding 
tha immediate extermination of tho Abys- 
siniaiis.
